He became sheriff 
at midnight last night, when Sheriff Mager- 
stadt’s term expired.

The loane and discounte 
amounted to $3,208,127,480.69, or more than 
50 per cent of the total resources of the 
banks. The items of surplus and undivided 
profits amounted respectively to $326,393,-

posits reached the highest ppint in the exist- 
ence of the national banking system, $3,200,-

Cattle Disease in New a 
Secretary of Agriculture Wilson came in 


the afternoon with his son Jasper, and is 
staying at the Auditorium. He spoke of the 


rrevalence of foot and mouth disease among 
the cattle, sheep, and hogs in the New Eng- 
land states. 

“The disease broke out a short time ago,” 
said Secretary Wilson, “‘ and has spread rap- 
moe | in Massachusetts, M and Rhode 
Island. I did not receive any Official report 
of the outbreak until four days ago. The 
foot and mouth disease is one of the most 
vicious of all diseases that attack cattle, and 
its course is so swift that little can be done 
beyond using strict precaution in quaran- 
tining against suspected districts. England 
has already prohibited the landing of cattle 
shipped from Portland or Boston, and I 
have given strict orders to the authorities 
to quarantine against the infected districts. 

‘Two days ago I sent Dr. Salmon, chief of 
the bureau of animal industry, Dr. Pearson, 
an authority on cattle diseases and Dr, James 
Law of Cornell university to the New Eng- 
land states to make a thorough investigation 


and to report onthe situation. A small army 
of veterinary doctors will be sent to the in- 


tected districts to assist in the suppression of 
the disease. I hope to be able to stamp out 
the epidemic in a few weeks and to prevent 
_ its spread ree the New England statés.”’
